It resolved that the no-strike policy should apply not only to 
defense industtries but to workers in all lines of endeavor be- 
cause every American worker, no matter what his particular 
job may be, is contributing his important bit to the total war 
effort. 

It called upon industry to share with labor the added respon- 
sibilities for maintaining uninterrupted production and in ex- 
pending production to the limit. 

It warned the national labor relations board to desist from 
| any policy or action which might intensify existing conflicts and 
differences in labor ranks. 

It urged “those in governmental positions of authority” to 
forego attacks on the labor movement such as the anti-trust 
prosecutions by Assistant Attorney General Thurman Arnold. 

It demanded that the right of collective bargaining must not 
be impaired, and that even though some need may arise for 
|temporarily abandoning certain labor standards, these changes 
| should be made only after consultation with representatives of 
labor and with due regard for the health and safety of the 
| nation’s workers, 

It appealed for full representation of labor on all vital de- 
| fense agencies, including civilian defense. 

“We call upon the working men and women of all 
America,” said the conference declaration, “to unite in

State Federation 
Gives Assistance 
To Painter 


Case Vigorously Pressed 
Because of Small 
Allowance 


Petition for a rehearing was filed 
recently in the case of Arthur A. 
Gruber against the Pacific Indem- 
nity company —a case which pre- 
sents one of the most flagrant 
examples of the injustice that can 
be perpetrated under the California 
state compensation law. 


Gruber, son of A. M. Gruber, one 
of the veterans of the labor move- 
ment and former California State 
Federation of Labor vice-president 
from San Pedro, was pefmanently 
disabled when, while working as a 
painter, he fell a distance of 
twenty feet, landing on his two 
feet. As a result of this fall, both 
his heels were fractured, the injury 
‘to his right one being especially 


serious. 
After a long period of hospital- 
ization last spring the doctors 


stated that nothing more could be 
done for him. With the os calces 
in both heels fractured, walking 
was a torture from the sharp pain 
in his feet, particularly in his right 
heel. 


Sets Low Rate 


The procedure in this case was 
obvious: to rate Gruber for perma- 
nent disability. Nevertheless, de- 
spite all the evidence of the agony 
attendant upon taking a _ single 
step—-and this could be accomp- 
lished at all with the assistance of 
a cane-—the commission limited 
the extent of his permanent dis- 
ability to 2744 per cent, which en- 
titled him to $2,725.00. 

Gruber had drawn $2,325.00, how- 
;ever, during the period he was 
under treatment, when his condi- 
tion was regarded as temporary. 
And because of the provision in 
the law which enables the com- 
mission to deduct from any award 
made for permanent disability, all 
amounts paid for temporary dis- 
ability, Gruber will receive, for his 
admittedly crippled condition which 
prevents him from ever working 
again as a painter, only an addi- 
tional $400.00 — unless the award is 
altered in his favor as a result of 
the rehearing.

“Thanks a Lot,” 
Says F. D.R. to 
P. J. Morrin 


President Roosevelt took time 
out of his tremendously busy war 
schedule to thank P, J. (Patty) 
Morrin, vigorous president of the 
international association of bridge, 
structural and ornamental iron 
workers, for his pledge of all-out 
aid by that organization to the 
government in the war. 


Presidential Secretary Stephen 
Early wrote to Mr. Morrin: 

“For the splendid assurafice con- 
veyed in your message, he (the 
president) is more appreciative 
than he can say.” 

On behalf of the union, Mr. Mor- 
rin had sent to the president a 
telegram pledging “our full coop- 
eration and support in all of your 
efforts to defend and protect our 
country against the unwarranted 
and unjustifiable attacks of Japan 
or any other nation which chal- 
lenges the principles of freedom 
and democracy for which our coun- 
try stands.” 


Mr. Morrin also sent the presi- 
dent a copy of a telegram des- 
patched to all local organizations 
of the union insisting “that there 
shall be no strikes or stoppages by 
any local union, its officers or 
members of this association during 
this national emergency.” 


In issuing these instructions, Mr. 
Morrin pointed out that the asso- 
ciation’s last convention adopted a 
policy of full cooperation with the 
defense program and that the of- 
ficers of the association had made 
similar pledges of all-out aid to the 
president. He expressed confidence 
that all members of the union 
would comply 100 per cent with the 
no-strike policy.

Money-Back Smith 


A complete halt on retirement of 
older workers, by both government 
and industry, so long as they are 
physically able to perform their 
jobs, was urged this week by Jos- 
eph S. McDonagh, secretary-treas- 
urer of the A, F. of L. metal trades 
department. 

“We are now at war and young 
men are being enrolled in ever 
greater numbers for military ser- 
vice,” McDonagh pointed out. “We 
will, therefore, need manpower 
more than ever before, and it 
would be a poor idea to retire the 
skilled workers simply because 
they’ve passed a certain age. 

“Such workers should be re- 
tained, and in addition, persons 
now on retired lists, who are 
still capable of working, should 
be recalled and put back into 
harness.”

ica loses this war we all lose 
everything we've got. Our trade 
unions will be wiped out. By mak- 
ing sacrifices now to help win this 
war, we are safeguarding our own 
future and the future of the trade 
union movement.” 

Highlights of the _ executive 
council’s statement follow: 

“In this crucial hour, fraught 
with grave consequences, the exec- 
utive council cals upon the mem- 
bers of the American Federation 
of Labor to reach new heights of 
production and to exemplify in 
daily service their devotion to our 
government and their determina- 


|tion to defeat tyranny, despotism 


and treachery throughout’ the 
world. We must place American- 
ism above and beyond every other 
consideration. 


“It is the considered opinion of 
the executive council that this ob- 
jective can be reached through full 
and complete compliance with the 
following stipulations: 


be applied in all war and defense 
material production industries, This 
means that all workers employed 
in war and defense material indus- 
tries should voluntarily relinquish 
the exercise of the right to strike 
during the continuation of the 
existing state of war except where 
mediation, conciliation or arbitra- 
tion is refused by employers. 

“2. That a national agency sim- 
ilar to the war labor board which 
functioned during the world war, 
be created by executive order for 
the purpose of dealing promptly 
with grievances, differences and 
complaints which may arise be- 
tween employers and employes. Ex- 
isting labor stabilization agree- 
ments or understandings and their 
administration shall in no way be 
interfered with or be impaired. 

“3. That through the utilization 
of such mediation, conciliation and 
voluntary arbitration be substituted 
for strikes and lockouts in all war 
and defense industries. 

“4. That the mediation and 
conciliation service of the gov- 
ernment be strengthened and, 
if necessary, increased so that 
it may be made quickly avail- 
able for use in the settlement 
of grievances and disputes 
which may arise. 

‘5, That due regard for the 
health, safety.and welfare of work- 
ers must be accorded them if and
